Gentlement, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Longridge  for  the  year  ending 

December  31st,  1938. 

Longridge  Urban  District  is  comprised  of  the  Parishes  of  Alston  and  Dilworth,  and  is 
a  healthy  semi-rural  district,  situated  7  miles  North-east  of  Preston,  and  from  66  to  700  feet 

above  sea-level. 

The  social  conditions  are,  in  my  opinion,  satisfactory. 

There  are  four  cotton  mills  in  the  district  and  two  stone  quarries,  also  two  foundries  in 
the  neighbourhood.  The  majority  of  the  employed  population  find  work  at  these.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


24  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  and]  5  of  Diphtheria.  These  cases  were  sent 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  all  recovered.  Disinfection  was  curried  out  in  the  houses 
affected. 


There  is  efficient  hospital  accommodat  ion  for  Infectious  Diseases  at  Fulwood,  and  for 
Small-pox  at  Elswick. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  district  fc  r  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  children,  and 
homeless  children. 

The  Ambulance  facilities  consist  of  a  Motor  Ambulance  at  Fulwood  for  the  removal 
of  infectious  cases,  and  a  motor  Ambulance  at  l'reston  Royal  Infirmary  for  accidents. 

There  are  no  general  hospital  facilities  locally,  cases  being  sent  to  Sharoe  Green  Hospi¬ 
tal  and  to  Preston  Itoyal  Infirmary,  which  is  a  radium  centre  for  the  treatment  of  some  forms 
of  malignant  disease  and  where  there  are  facilities  for  pathological  examination. 

Facilities  for  the  examination  of  sputum  are  provided  at  Elswick  Sanatorium. 

There  is  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  held  on  Tuesdays  at  2  p.m.,  under  the 
Lancashire  County  Council. 

There  are  two  part-time  Public  Health  Officers:  — 

(i)  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

(ii)  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  possesses  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 

Institute. 

Efficient  home  nursing  is  provided  by  the  Longridge  and  District  Nursing  Association. 

Three  Certified  Midwives  practise  in  the  area,  one  being  employed  by  the  Longridge 
and  District  Nursing  Association,  operating  under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1986.  There  were  no  new 
applications  for  the  registration  of'  maternity  homes. 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  1.01  on  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  an  increase  of  0.79  on  the  5  vear’s  average.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  district  has  a  constant  water  supply  from  Preston  Corporation  which  is  satisfac¬ 
tory  as  to  quantity  and  quality  and  is  free  from  any  source  of  contamination. 

Refuse  disposal  and  scavenging  arrangements  are  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the 
authority,  the  drainage  and  sewerage  are  good,  and  there  have  been  no  new  extensions  made 
during  the  year.  In  the  village  all  closets  are  coupled  to  the  sewers.  In  the  rural  part  of  the 
area  are  earth  closets  and  privies,  which  are  emptied  regularly  and  the  contents  spread  on  the 
land.
